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Dawley  Urban  District  Council 


This  Report  is  again  presented  in  an  abbreviated  form  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  More 
detailed  information,  however,  has  been  given  in  relationship  to 
factories,  and,  in  this  connection,  particulars,  under  separate 
cover,  have  been  supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

This  has  been  a year  in  which  Measles  has  been  epidemic  and 
while  there  has  been  also  a rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  the  latter  fell  much  behind  those  of  measles.  The  incidence 
of  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  very  low  but  Diphtheria  accounted  for 
six  cases,  all  located  in  a particular  quarter  of  the  Town  and 
having  relationship  with  the  local  school.  One  child  died  of  this 
complaint. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

Despite  the  widespread  nature  of  the  epidemic  which  spread 
over  the  Country  in  the  summer  and  autumn,  no  outbreak  was 
experienced  in  the  district. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Births. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  given  a final  analysis  above  that  for 
England  and  Wales,  while  the  Deaths  in  this  category  have 
given  an  average  lower  than  that  corresponding. 

General  Deaths. 

The  final  assessment  shows  that  the  Death  Rate  is  lower  than 
that  of  the  Country  and  marks  a fall  from  that  of  the  previous 
year. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  total  of  the  Registers  has  remained  almost  constant. 
Few  new  cases  have  been  added  and  the  deaths  recorded  have 
been  limited  to  two  : both  from  the  pulmonary  type  of  this 
disease.  The  resultant  comparable  average  is  satisfactory. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  year  has  been  devoted  to  the  maintenance  of  general 
services  and  where  advance,  however  slowly,  could  be  made,  this 
has  been  done.  Housing,  Sewerage  and  means  for  improvement 
in  dealing  with  the  considerable  ramifications  of  Refuse  and 
Night-Soil  Collection  have  been  in  the  forefront. 

In  presenting  this  Report,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
takes  this  opportunity  of  thanking  his  Colleagues  for  their 
courtesy  and  continuous  co-operation  in  the  working  of  the 
Department  and  in  the  compilation  of  this  Report.

Population. 

The  Registrar  General's  Return  shows  that  a slight  rise  in 
total  population  has  been  assessed.  Of  the  residents  it  is  more 
than  ever  evidenced  that  the  gravitation  for  market  and  shopping 
purposes  and  general  amusement  is  to  the  Wellington  centre. 
In  the  field  of  recreation  facilities  are  available  locally  for  tennis 
and  football  and  a committee  has  recently  been  formed  to  develop 
outdoor  sport  on  much  more  ambitious  lines  in  a central  site  of 
the  Town.  On  the  completion  of  this  scope  should  be  given  for 
cricket,  football,  bathing  and  other  organised  games.  A Rest 
Room  for  the  Aged  has  been  opened,  through  the  energy  of  a 
small  local  committee  and,  as  a Memorial  to  the  Fallen,  Gates  are 
to  be  erected  at  the  entrance  to  the  Park  and  these  should  be  in 
use  early  in  1948.

General  Provision  for  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

Ambulance  Service. 

This,  centred  at  Donnington,  has  had  a full  year  of  working. 
As  a result  of  observation  over  that  period,  it  can  be  said  that 
the  change  has  made  for  better  service,  and  has  relieved  the 
Authority  of  the  need  for  local  supervision.  Under  the  Health 
Scheme  ambulances  will  be  a responsibility  of  the  County  Council 
but,  while  the  financial  obligations  and  servicing  will  pass  from 
the  area,  opportunity  will  still  be  afforded  for  representation  on 
the  sub-committee,  meeting  nearby,  and  interest  should  be 
maintained. 

Mortuary  Service. 

It  had  been  hoped  that  by  joint  working  it  would  be  possible 
to  have  adequate  facilities  for  this  service  by  this  time,  but  progress 
towards  adaption  of  the  existing  premises  at  Donnington  has 
been  slow.  At  the  time  of  writing,  it  is  expected  that  the  Ministry 
of  Health  will,  very  shortly,  give  sanction  for  this  work  and  the 
changes  should  be  able  to  be  completed  in  a short  time.  The  new 
offices  should  meet  all  the  needs  of  the  enlarged  area  for  which  it 
is  intended.

General  Observations.  An  improvement  in  this  service 
has  been  shown  during  the  year,  a weekly  collection  now  being 
established.  This  may  be  attributed  to  the  arrival  and  putting 
into  service  of  a new  and  larger  refuse  vehicle  and  the  alteration 
in  the  collection  system.  The  men  now  work  on  a “ stint  ” basis 
That  is,  a certain  district  to  be  cleared  of  refuse  is  allocated  for 
each  day  and  when  that  is  finished  the  men  can  leave  work.  This 
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system  is  working  very  well  at  present.  Controlled  tipping  is 
not  practised  at  the  moment,  owing  to  the  number  of  tips  in 
operation.  When  the  new  cesspool  emptier  is  in  operation  it  is 
hoped  to  be  able  to  close  all  the  tips  but  one  and  give  more  atten- 
tion to  the  tip  which  will  be  in  operation.  A large  number  of  bins 
have  also  been  supplied  to  householders  as  a result  of  letters  to 
owners,  and  in  many  of  these  cases  bins  had  not  been  in  use 
before  but  refuse  had  been  dumped  in  unsightly  heaps  awaiting 
removal. 

Salvage  System. 

Salvage  is  collected  by  the  refuse  collectors.  Various  persons 
have  given  their  services  voluntarily  and  made  themselves 
responsible  for  certain  areas.  The  refuse  vehicle  then  makes  a 
special  call  to  the  homes  of  these  people  to  remove  whatever 
salvage  they  have  collected.

Comments.  Various  youth  organisations  and  the  W.V.S. 
are  now  assisting  with  the  collection  of  waste  paper  and  an 
improvement  has  been  shown.  Owing  to  the  difficulties  of 
collection  and  baling  and  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  district 
it  is  not  likely  that  this  service  will  prove  an  economic  proposition 
unless  the  collection  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  voluntary 
services.

Four  houses  were  sprayed  during  the  year  for  bug 
infestation  and  one  house  for  flea  infestation. 

Comments.  None  of  these  cases,  except  one  proved  to  be  a 
very  heavy  infestation  of  vermin,  and  there  was  no  further 
evidence  of  infestation  after  the  first  treatment.  The  exceptional 
case  proved  to  be  a very  heavy  infestation  of  bugs  in  a Council 
house,  necessitating  the  removal  of  picture  rails,  skirtings  and 
architraves  in  order  to  effectively  destroy  the  bugs.

Comments. 

Absence  of  water  borne  sanitation  seems  to  be  the  major 
deficiency  with  regard  to  factories,  and  owing  to  the  absence  of 
adequate  sewers  this  problem  will  not  be  easy  to  overcome. 
In  two  cases,  however,  representation  has  been  made  to  the 
management  for  conversion  to  the  water  carriage  system  with 
disposal  of  sewage  by  private  sewage  disposal  plants.  The  result 
is  that  plans  are  now  being  prepared  by  the  Company’s  architects 
for  the  installation  of  septic  tanks  and  filters  when  labour  and 
materials  are  more  readily  available.
